From an extract ont froma South Aus- 
tralian paper, appearing in the Shanghat 
Courter, we learn some further parti- 
culars of the attempt to encourage 
Japanese immigration into the. North of 
Australia, respecting which ‘a paragraph 
appeared in thé Cling Mai? about three 
weeks ago, It seems that the Govern- 
ment some time ago authorised a Mr 
Hack to arrange with tho Imperial 
authorities at. Tokio for the introduction 
of Japanese emigrants into the Northern 
Territory. The South. Australian Re- 
gister, ‘however, now states that “the 
Minister of Agriculture ‘and Education 
has received a letter from this gentleman 
to the effect that at first his negotiations 
promised to progress satisfactorily, . but 
that afterwards the: authorities decided 
not to sanction the proposed measure, 
Mr Hack however considers that the 
insurrection in Japan is in favour of bis 
jscheme, as it may lead to achange of 
Government, and he hopes that the new 
Adzinistration may put no obstacle in 
the.way of an exodus.” Although:per- 
haps less industrious and enterprising 
than the Ohinese, yet no doubt the intro- 
duotion of a few thousands of Japanese 
immigranta into North Australia might 
be attended with very satisfactory results, 
if only to counterbalance the immigration 
of the “celestials,” and most the demand 
for labour, The Japanese, with their 
European notions, dreas; and, to some 
extent, atyle of living, would got on far 
better’ with the European population of 
the Colonies ‘than the Chinese, The 
point is whether the “Jap ” would care 
to leaye his own beautiful country for 
the tropical Northern Territory of Aus- 
tralia and hard work, We gather from 
tho latest’ statistics available that .the 
population of Japan is from 200 to 210 
persons to the-square mile, against 389 
in England and Wales, -The great, cold, 
comfortless island of Yesso, however, is 
sadly in neod of colonisation, and pro- 
bably the Japanese Government prefers 
that its, surplus population should go 
there rather than to Australia, % 


Waite we are not impressed with the 
soundness of the views enunciated by 
Captain Colomb in his two. pamphlets 
on Colonial Defences, yet there can be 
no queation that: the Home Government 
does not’ direct so rauch: attention and 
expenditure to means for the protection 
of British possessions abroad as it should 
do. ‘Take ‘for example Hongkong’ and 
Singapore. So far as permenent means 
for defence aro concerned, thero would 
be little or nothing to-prevent. the Rus- 
sian floct Jately assembled at San Fran- 
cisco, provided they could succeed in 
eluding the British squadron, quietly 
sailing into this harbour, and making 
auch. requisitions on the. local coffers 
as would rather astonish. peaccable 
residents, not to refer'to the “annexa- 
tion” of any particularly fino vessels 
and valuable cargoes, lying in the 
harbour, that particularly took the fancy 
of the marauders, Jt is true that the 
entrances to the harbour might be de- 
fended with torpedoes at. the greatest 
inconvenience to vessels desirous of en- 


{ tering and leaving the.port, but. it is an 


interesting question whether ornob we 
have any of thess formidable instruments 
of destruction in thé Colony at the prenent 
time, and, presuming we should possess 
some at the outbreak of war, another 
question arises ‘whether they would hap- 


0 te to be isid at the right moment.

Amul gob up 
about 6 awm., but she was ill and, we told 
her notto work, She then lay down on 
the bed, I went ont to the market at 7 
am.,'and on my way I called to invite the 
doctor, I did not ace ber beaten, nor have 
1 heard that she was beaten, My 
mistress told mo to go to the Registrar 
General to report the death. I have no 
money, and I could not therefore provide 
good clothes for the burial of my sister. 

By a duror:-—The body was buried {n 
such a burry because the houses not mine, 
and my mistreas told me to have the body 
buried as soon as possiole ; the girl died at 
Lp.m. and was buried at 3 p.m. ° 

Yip King Chuen, lately a butler at 
Messrs Reiss ¢& Co., but out of employ now, 
was examined :-—I Hve in Peel Street with 
the ‘woman Leong Alai; she keeps me.

In twonty-threo minutes and eleven 
seconds all was over, and Trickett came in 
a very eady winnor, sitting on the far-famed 
* sliding-seat” and as fresh aa when he 
started. “The crowd at the winning-post 
was extraordinary. How they got 
puzzles many a wiso. brain; bat there they 
were, on rocks, in caverns, up! gum trees, 
sitting on oyster beds in fact, locating 
themselves in every conceivable position, 
and “ young men and maidens, old men and 
children,” worshipped Mr. Edward Trickett 
as'tho master puller of Port Jackson. 
There is no doubt about it that he is the 
better man of the two. The'time was not 
fast, but after tho: first mile and quarter 
he was never asked to row, and he could 
eosily have done the distance in a minute 
less. - His condition was perfect, and, 
above all,his quiet, unobtrusive demeanor, 
whieh is eq’ 
makes him many friends. ; 
Whethor’ Trickett will pull’ again is an 
open. question. It may be that, tho honor- 
ablo necessities of a championship : will 
require it, but it is tobe hoped he will be
